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SITUATION  OF  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Llwchwr  comprises  of  an  area  of 
17,815  acres  situated  on  the  western  border  of  Glamorgan  beyond 
Swansea.  On  the  south,  the  district  is  bounded  by  the  Gower 
Peninsula,  on  the  west  by  the  River  Loughor,  which  is  the  County 
boundary  between  Glamorgan  and  Carmarthen,  and  on  the  north 
and  east  by  the  hill  country  behind  Swansea.  A glance  at  the  map 
of  the  area  is  sufficient  to  enable  the  visitor  to  appreciate  the  an- 
cient geographical  importance  of  the  district  from  which  it  takes 
its  name.  It  stands  at  a point  where  the  river  estuary  suddenly 
narrows  before  opening  again  into  the  great  tidal  basin  of  the  Burry 
Inlet.  Two  long  bridges  across  the  estuary  carry  the  South  Wales 
railway  line  and  the  main  road  from  Swansea  to  Llanelly,  with  the 
marshes  and  farms  of  Gowerland  making  a pleasant  background 
to  t he  view  across  the  inlet.  Roman  remains  that  have  been  found 
here  confirm  the  belief  that  this  was  the  spot  where  the  military 
station  of  Leucarum  (Welsh  Llwchwr,  English  Loughor)  kept 
watch  and  ward  over  the  river  crossing. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  CHIEF  INDUSTRIES  OF  THE  AREA. 

This  area  comprises  both  urban  and  rural  features.  It  has 
developed  into  an  industrial  area  with  a scries  of  townships  and 
villages,  and  practically  all  these  habitations  have  most  of  the 
amenities  of  a large  town,  being  provided  with  a pure  supply  of 
water  from  the  Swansea  Corporation  Reservoirs  at  Velindre, 
Cray  and  Usk,  sewerage  schemes,  scavenging  services,  public 
lighting,  gas  service  and  parks.  In  the  very  rural  parts  of  the 
district,  water  is  chiefly  obtained  from  wells  and  springs,  and 
sanitation  being  by  means  of  cesspools,  pail  closets,  etc.  The 
Council  has  laid  sewers  and  a disposal  system  in  Llangyfelach  to 
serve  the  various  households  and  the  new  Cold  Reduction  Plant 
at  Velindre. 

There  are  four  cinemas  in  the  area  ; two  at  Gorseinon,  one 
at  Gowerton,  and  one  at  Pontardulais. 

We  have  witnessed  great  changes  in  the  chief  industries 
of  the  area  during  the  last  couple  of  years.  We  have  seen  the 
passing  of  the  old  tinplate  mills,  and  all  tinplate  is  now  manu- 
factured at  the  Cold  Reduction  Plant  at  Velindre. 

Other  industries  include  coal  mining,  steel  smelting,  fur 
coat  and  adhesive  manufacture,  and  compound  for  the  under- 
sealing of  cars. 
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The  Public  Library  at  Gorseinon  still  continues  to  be  fairly 
well  patronised  by  the  public.  This  library  is  administered  by 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  There  is  a Mobile  Library  which 
traverses  certain  parts  of  the  area,  viz. —

AREA  AND  POPULATION. 


The  Llwchwr  Urban  District  is  divided  into  four  Parishes, 
namely,  Llandilo-Talybont,  Loughor,  Gowerton,  and  Llangyfelach, 
the  total  acreage  being  17,815  acres.

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The  estimated  residential  population  of  the  district  for  1959 
is  given  by  the  Registrar-General  as  25,730,  a decrease  of  10  as 
compared  with  1958. 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
7,357,  and  the  rateable  value  of  the  district  was  £311,693,  which 
represents  a sum  of  £1,270  as  the  yield  of  a penny  rate. 


BIRTHS. 

The  birth  and  death-rates  shown  in  this  report  for  the  Llwchwr 
area  for  the  year  1959,  are  those  after  adjustment.  The  census 
population  of  1951  is  given  as  25,727. 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  for  the  district  in  1959 
was  364  of  whom  177  were  male  and  187  female,  representing  a 
birth-rate  of  14.43  per  thousand  of  the  population.  In  1958 
the  net  total  births  amounted  to  319,  with  a birth-rate  of  12.64 
per  thousand  of  the  population  ; thus  this  year  there  is  an  increase 
of  45  births  or  1.79  more  than  the  rate  recorded  for  the  preceding 
year. 


Three  male  and  4 female  illegitimate  children  were  registered, 
a proportion  of  19.2  per  thousand  registered  live  births.  The  rate 
for  1958  was  25.08. 


The  stillbirths  numbered  7,  that  is,  3 male  and  4 females' 
which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  18.87  per  thousand  total  live  (and 
still)  births,  as  compared  with  39.16  for  the  year  1958. 


Birth-rate. — The  birth-rate  for  the  Llwchwr  area  is  low, 
but  shows  an  increase  compared  with  last  year.  It  is  only  14.43 
per  thousand  of  the  population,  whilst  that  for  the  Administrative 
County  is  16.08. 
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It  does  not  induce  towards  a high  fertility  rate  if  young 
married  couples  are  living  in  rooms  or  with  their  people-in-law. 
The  tensions  engendered  give  rise  to  quarrelling  and  unhappiness. 
It  can  happen  that  by  giving  the  highest  priority  to  other  cases, 
that  the  birth  rate  can  drop  to  catastrophic  levels.  There  is  no 
real  wealth  in  an  area,  except  in  its  young,  all  its  hopes  and  future 
are  centred  on  them. 


An  important  factor  in  reducing  birth  rate  is  the  fact  that 
both  partners  go  out  to  work  and  decide  to  postpone  having 
children. 


DEATHS. 

The  net  total  deaths  after  allowing  for  inward  and  outward 
transfers  amounted  to  314,  of  which  168  were  males  and  146 
females.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  14.27  per  thousand  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  290  deaths,  and  a death  rate  of  13.19 
per  thousand  of  the  population  in  1958.  It  will  ne  noted  that 
the  death-rate  is  higher  than  that  of  the  Administrative  County 
which  is  13.86  per  thousand  of  the  population. 


There  were  8 deaths  under  1 year  during  the  year,  giving 
an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  21.98  per  1,000  Live  Births.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  given  as  22.0 
per  thousand  live  births,  whilst  that  for  the  Administrative 
County  is  28.13.  There  were  no  illegitimate  deaths.

There  were  2 deaths  from  Gastritis,  Enteritis,  and  Diarrhoea 

Six  deaths  were  due  to  Pneumonia,  10  due  to  Bronchitis, 
2 due  to  Influenza,  which  gives  a total  of  18  deaths  from  all 
forms  of  respiratory  diseases  apart  from  Tuberculosis,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  0.69  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

One  death  was  registered  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respi- 
ratory System,  and  none  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  which 
is  equivalent  to  0.039  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Cancer  and  other  forms  of  malignant  diseases  caused  47 
deaths,  which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  1.82  per  thousand  of  the 
population.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria. — No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  this 
area  for  the  past  fourteen  years.  The  last  cases  occurred  in  1946.

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It  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed  that  Diphtheria  Immuni- 
sation gives  near  100%  protection  and  that  in  my  opinion  a 
parent  or  guardian  who  knowingly  deprives  a child  of  this  pro- 
tection is  guilty  to  say  the  least  of  gross  negligence — and  that 
is  using  a mild  term.  There  is  no  reason  why  anyone  in  this  area 
can  state  that  they  are  unaware  of  the  facilities  available  to  them 
for  immunisation. 

We  cannot  be  too  complacent  about  diphtheria  immunisation’ 
It  must  be  remembered  that  previously  50%  of  the  death  rate 
in  diphtheria  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  four  years.  It 
required  only  a few  years  of  non-immunisation  to  be  back  in  the 
old  days.  This  illustrates  that  there  is  no  final  victory  in  pre- 
ventive medicine — it  is  a continuous  battle. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Thirteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
to  my  department  during  the  year  (9  of  which  were  admitted  to 
isolation  hospitals)  as  compared  with  14  cases  in  1958. 

The  removal  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  to  an  isolation  hospital 
depends  upon  home  conditions.  If  the  home  conditions  are 
such  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  it  is  safe 
to  nurse  the  patient  at  home,  this  is  done,  but  if  the  home  condi- 
tions are  unsuitable  the  patient  is  admitted  to  Hill  House  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Pneumonia  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia.  No  case  of 
Pneumonia  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia  was  notified  during  the 
year. 

Erysipelas.  2 cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis.  There  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  during 
the  year.  Mass  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  being  done. 
The  driving  force  behind  this  is  the  public  health  department  of 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  It  is  hoped  eventually  to  combat 
this  disease. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  had  a great  effect  in  reducing 
diphtheria,  and,  as  a matter  of  fact  no  case  of  diphtheria  has 
occurred  in  our  area  for  years. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  should  eventually  produce  a 
similar  effect.  This  is  a good  illustration  of  “Prevention  is  better 
than  cure.” 
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Lung  Cancer.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer 
during  the  year  1959  were  11  compared  to  12  in  1958,  and  10  in 


1957. 


These  figures  can  be  compared  to  the  deaths  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  for  the  same  period  which  was  1 in  1959,  3 in  1958, 
and  2 in  1957.  It  can  thus  be  seen  that  cancer  of  the  lung  is 
becoming  a greater  public  health  problem  than  tuberculosis  of 
the  lung. 


In  the  figures  given  for  1959,  11  males  died  from  cancer  of 
the  lung;  in  1958,  11  males  and  one  female  ; and  in  1957,  9 males 
and  one  female.  The  sex  distribution  in  deaths  due  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  for  the  same  period  were  1 male  in  1959;  3 females 
in  1958  and  one  male  and  one  female  in  1957. 


It  seems  obvious  that  the  male  is  more  liable  to  cancer  of 
the  lung  than  the  female  but  the  female  runs  the  same  risk  in 
tuberculosis  as  men.  This  would  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  the  male  is  a heavier  smoker  than  the  female.  I would 
suggest  that  anyone  who  deliberately  introduces  a young  person 
into  the  habit  of  smoking  is  guilty  of  crime.  Smoking  for  the 
young  should  be  discouraged. 


SMOKING  AND  DISEASE. 

Smoking  is  a substantial  cause  of  ill-health  and  the  cause  of 
many  deaths.  Smoking  is  the  major  factor  accounting  for  the 
increased  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  lung.  There  is  a strong 
association  between  chronic  bronchitis  and  cigarette  smoking. 
Cigarette  smoking  is  also  a cause  of  the  break  down  of  healed  or 
quiescent  respiratory  tuberculosis. 


Smoking  may  contribute  to  or  accelerate  the  development 
of  coronary  heart  disease  or  its  complications. 


It  seems  a tragedy  that  T.V.  and  other  forms  of  advertisement 
should  be  used  to  encourage  young  people  to  smoke  especially 
when  the  risks  of  smoking  are  now  so  apparent. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Eight  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were 
notified.  This  gives  a rate  of  21.6  per  thousand  total  (live  and 
still)  births.  Four  cases  were  notified  in  1958  giving  a rate  of 
12.05  per  thousand  births  (live  and  still). 

Dysentery.  No  case  of  Dysentery  was  notified  during  the 
year  under  review. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  There  were  10  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  notified  during  1959  as  compared  with  6 for  the 
year  1958.  There  were  two  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis 
as  compared  with  three  last  year.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
registered  from  all  form  of  tuberculosis  was  one  as  compared 
w ith  four  last  year. 

Food  Poisoning.  No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

Venereal  Diseases.  The  nearest  clinics  for  this  area  are  held 
at  Swansea  and  Port  Talbot  and  the  sessions  are  held  as  follows

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

NEW  CASES  AND  MORTALITY  DURING  1959. 

NEW  CASKS  ‘ DEATHS. 
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Tuberculosis  Clinics.  The  curative  treatment  of  Tuberculosis 
is  in  the  care  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  patients  suffer- 
ing from  this  disease  attend  the  Chest  Clinic,  Sketty  Lane, 
Swansea. 

Hospitals.  The  Gorseinon  General  and  Maternity  Hospital 
and  Garngoch  Hospital  which  are  situated  in  this  area  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Glantawe  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Infectious  and  Non-lnfectious  Cases.  Since  the  5th  July, 
1948,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  have  taken  over  the  control 
of  the  ambulance  services  in  the  administrative  county. 


An  ambulance  Station  established  at  Gorseinon  controls  the 
ambulances  and  cars  stationed  at  Reynoldston,  Gowerton,Pontar- 
dulais,  Gwaun-cae-gurwen,  Cwmllynfell,  Ystalyfera,  Pontardawe 
and  Clydach. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Pathological  and  bacteriological 
specimens  are  submitted  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratory, 
and  also  to  the  Cockett  Laboratory,  Swansea.

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FLUORIDATION. 

Some  natural  waters  contain  fluoride  and  this  is  good.  A 
person  living  in  a primitive  society  has  better  teeth  than  we  have. 
He  is  not  confined  to  a particular  source,  but  has  an  opportunity 
of  getting  water  from  various  sources,  and  therefore  is  able  to 
imbibe  sufficient  fluoride.  Unfortunately,  in  one  respect,  in  a 
civilised  society,  on  an  average,  a person  is  confined  to  one  source 
of  water.  The  effect  of  this  can  be  that  the  water  contains  a 
negligible  quantity  of  fluoride.  Fluoride  to  the  extent  of  one  part 
per  million  is  a very  great  protection  against  dental  caries.  This 
can  be  added  to  the  water  supply,  and  has  been  done  in  many 
water  undertakings  in  America,  and  experimentally  in  Britain. 
This  means  that  a product  which  should  naturally  be  there,  but  is 
missing,  is  being  added.  This  is  good  preventive  medicine.  A 
population  drinking  water  fluoridated  up  to  one  part  per  million 
is  60%  less  prone  to  dental  caries  than  one  which  consumes  water 
deficient  in  fluoride.  The  effect  of  fluoride  is  mainly  on  the  young. 

It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  cost  of  the  dental 
seivices  to  the  N.H.S.  (excluding  the  school  dental  services)  is 
£50,000,000  per  year. 

Dental  caries  could  be  brought  down  to  a very  low  level  by 
discouraging  children  from  eating  sweets,  lolly-pops  and  mushy 
carbo-hydrate  food.  The  economic  and  health  argument  for 
fluoridation  is  overwhelming. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplies  in  this  area  is 
very  low — 0.035 — 0.040  parts  per  million. 

The  public  also  get  a small  supply  of  fluorides  in  tea  and  fish 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS. 

Food  premises  in  the  area  continue  to  be  inspected  by  the 
public  health  inspectors  in  the  light  of  the  Hygiene  Regulations 
in  conjunction  with  the  byelaws  relating  to  the  Handling,  Wrap- 
ping and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Food.  Wash-hand  basins, 
hot  and  cold  water,  first-aid  boxes,  etc.,  are  being  provided  by 
occupiers  of  food  premises  where  necessary. 

During  these  inspections,  the  public  health  inspectors 
endeavour  to  advise  and  educate  persons  engaged  in  the  handling 
of  food.

MILK. 

The  J.lwcliwr  area  has  been  a Specified  Area  since  1955, 
and  therefore  only  Designated  Milks  in  sealed  bottles  is  retailed 


There  are  some  eighteen  distributors  of  milk  in  the  area. 
In  addition,  there  are  eight  milk  vendors  from  neighbouring 
authorities  who  retail  milk  in  the  area  as  well. 


Dairies  in  the  area  are  inspected  periodically,  and  samples 
of  the  milk  supplies  are  taken  by  the  public  health  inspectors  and 
submitted  for  examination. 
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ICE  CREAM. 

Ice  Cream  is  a nutritious  food.  It  is  essential  that  it  should 
be  manufactured,  stored  and  sold  under  hygienic  conditions. 
There  is  a great  danger  if  ice-cream  is  made  from  materials  which 
contain  pathogenic  organisms.  What  is  even  more  dangerous  is 
the  actual  introduction  of  organisms  by  insanitary  methods  of 
handling. 

The  number  of  manufacturers,  retailers  and  dealers  regis- 
tered to  sell  ice-cream  in  the  area  on  3 1st  December,  1959  is  as

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  examined  during 
the  year  under  review  numbered  28,033,  being  10,174  more  than 
in  1958.  Most  of  the  occupiers  slaughter  for  their  own  business, 
but  there  is  one  wholesaler  whose  output  showed  a marked 
increase  thereby  accounting  for  the  appreciable  increase  in  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered.  He  sells  his  meat  principally 
in  Merthyr,  Aberdare,  Swansea,  Neath  and  Port  Talbot, 
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The  Ministry  is  anxious  that  meat  inspection  should  be  100% 
It  is  gratifying  for  me  to  report  that  meat  inspection  in  this  area 
still  continues  to  be  100%  at  these  private  slaughterhouses, 
but  this  is  only  achieved  by  the  public  health  inspectors  having 
to  work  much  overtime. 

On  the  whole,  the  animals  slaughtered  continue  to  be  of 
reasonably  good  quality. 

As  requested  by  the  Ministry  in  Circular  17/55  (Wales),  I

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ANAESTHESIA  IN  SLAUGHTER  OF  PIGS. 

Pigs  slaughtered  in  England  and  Wales  may  be  anaesthetized 
in  special  installations  by  carbon  dioxide  gas,  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Pigs  (Anaesthesia)  Regulations,  1958,  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  December,  1958.  The  installations  work  on  the 
principle  of  conveying  the  pig  into  a chamber  containing  carbon 
dioxide,  where  it  becomes  insensible  in  a few  moments.  The  dose 
is  not  lethal,  but  renders  the  pig  unconscious  until  slaughtered. 
Some  of  the  safeguards  included  in  the  Regulations  are  : — 

“the  local  authority  must  be  satisfied  before  the 
installation  may  be  used  ; 

people  concerned  with  operating  installations  must 
be  instructed  ; 

the  concentration  of  the  gas  - which  must  be 
neither  too  low  nor  too  high  - must  be  sufficient  to 
render  the  pig  insensible  to  pain  until  it  is  slaughtered  ; 

one  of  the  recognised  instruments  for  stunning 
animals  must  always  be  at  hand,  in  case  of  a fault  in 
the  gassing  arrangements.’’ 

So  far,  the  equipment  used  at  our  existing  slaughterhouses 
for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  consists  of  the  captive  bolt  and  electric 
tongs. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958. 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  requires  each  local  authority 
to  review  and,  after  consultation  with  such  organisations  as 
appear  to  the  authority  to  represent  the  interests  concerned  to 
submit  to  the  Minister  a report  on 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of 
their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  having 
regard  to  the  needs  both  of  persons  requiring  the  use 
of  such  facilities  and  of  other  persons,  and 

(b)  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are  or  are 
likely  to  become  available  to  meet  these  require- 
ments. 

Having  perused  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Hygiene  Regulations,  I can  visualise  the  closure  of  some  of  the 
slaughterhouses,  whilst  the  owners  of  the  remainder  will  have  to 
spend  quite  a substantial  amount  of  money  to  bring  the  buildings 
up  to  required  standard.

HOUSING. 


During  1959,  no  new  Council  houses  or  flats  were  erected 
or  tenanted,  and  only  casual  vacancies  were  available  for  reducing 
the  general  wait'ng  list  of  applicants  for  Council  houses. 

22  casual  vacancies  were  filled  by  applicants  from  the  general 
register. 

24  vacancies  were  given  to  key  workers  or  to  workers  of  the 
Steel  Company  of  Wales  at  Vclindre. 

39  houses  were  transferred  to  widows  or  married  sons  or 
daughters  after  the  death  of  the  tenant. 

Since  the  end  of  the  war,  1168  families  have  been  dealt  with. 

In  1955,  the  Council  introduced  a scheme  of  income  limit 
upon  applicants  for  Council  houses.  Those  whose  incomes  were 
above  the  following  limit  are  not  eligible  for  consideration  : — 

Husband  and  wife  £12  per  week. 

Husband  and  wife  and  one  child  £14  per  week, 

with  an  additional  £1  for  each  further  child. 


CARAVAN  SITES 


There  is  only  one  caravan  site  in  the  area,  this  being  at 
Grovesend  where  the  National  Coal  Board  has  sited  caravans  for 
housing  personnel  engaged  in  the  new  Brynlliw  Colliery  project. 

All  sanitary  facilities  are  available  on  this  site,  which  is 
very  well  conducted. 

During  the  year  a number  of  isolated  caravans  and  trailers 
were  found  at  various  places  throughout  the  area.  These  were 
eventually  dealt  with  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Acts,  and  at  present  the  area  is  free  of  caravan  and  trailers. 
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KEY  WORKERS  AND  ESSENTIAL  WORKERS. 

Since  1953,  the  Council  have  granted  119  houses  to  key- 
workers sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  or  to  employees  of  the 
Steel  Company  of  Wales  at  their  Vclindre  Works,  Llangyfelach — 
46  houses  at  Llangyfelach  being  erected  specially  for  these  em- 
ployees at  the  request  of  the  Company. 

A few  key  workers  houses  have  been  vacated  and  re-tenanted 
from  the  general  waiting  list,  but  91  houses  remain  occupied  by 
above  workers. 

The  Council  have  agreed  that  any  key  worker  (other  than 
those  in  the  Llangyfelach  houses)  is  eligible  for  subsidised  rentals 
after  two  years  residence  provided  his  income  comes  within  the 
Council’s  scheme.

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REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE,  ETC. 


This  work  has  been  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  four 
refuse  lorries  and  one  cesspool  emptier  being  provided,  and  a 
twice  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  made. 

At  present  only  232  houses  remain  with  pail  conveniences 
and  collected  once  weekly  and  of  those  16  houses  are  within  100 
feet  of  the  Council’s  sewer  and  could  be  connected  and  converted 
to  water-closets. 

Cesspools  continue  to  be  constructed  for  newly  erected  and 
existing  houses  where  no  sewers  exist.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
some  cesspools  are  being  discontinued  where  recent  sewers  have 
been  constructed,  the  number  generally  is  increasing  and  now 
amount  to  184. 

The  approximate  quantity  of  refuse  collected  during  1959 
is  as  follows  : — 


As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  Council’s  rodent 
control  establishment  consists  of  one  full-time  rodent  operator 
who  works  under  the  supervision  of  the  public  health  inspectors. 

As  required,  Form  PDP/R10  was  completed  and  returned  to 
the  Ministry  for  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  March,  1959.  This 
return  shews  the  number  of  premises  visited  and  treated,  copy  of 
which  is  as  follows  : —
